“The Manure Question.” 


In a recent issue of the FARMER our 
friend Atherton had an interesting article 
upon the manure question, and among 
other phases of the subject, he referred to 
the method of restoring fertility by the 
process called green manuring. This ques- 
tion of fertilization, we regard as second to 
no other to the farmers of Maine, and in 
fact to New England agriculture generally. 
We have large areas of land that are par- 
tially exhausted by constant cropping, and 
how to restore their fertility in the quickest 
and cheapest manner, is the question with 
which we have to grapple. To accomplish 
all this by means of chemical fertilizers, is 
out of the question; their cost is so great 
and their results so often uncertain and 
disappointing, that many farmers are and 
have reason io be afraid of them. To 
depend on these alone to restore an ex- 
hausted soil is too much like depending on 
medicine to build up the muscular system 
when wasted by diséase. In connection 
with stable manure, we think highly of 
chemical fertilizers; they are active stimu- 
lants and will give vegetation an early 
boom, but the stable manure must princi- 
pally be relied upon to give it a continuous 
and vigorous growth and bring it to final 
maturity. 

But our friend Atherton says the supply 
of stable manure is limited, and so it is; 
nor does it pay to haul it a long distance 
after having paid for it at the rate of four 
dollars per cord. It is only the farmer in 
the vicinity of a large village or city that 
can profitably avail himself of this source 
of supply, and he can make it profitable in 
more ways than one. He can haul it at 
little expense, and can thereby keep up the 
fertility of his land, while he raises garden 
vegetables for which he can find a near and 
ready market. But the great majority of 
farmers have no such advantages, and are 
obliged to resort to other means to keep up 
the fertility of their lands. We have 
always advocated keeping stock enough 
upon the farm to consume all the hay and 
other fodder produced upon it, and where 
this is carried out and the dressing applied 
to the soil, the process of exhaustion upon 
such a farm would be very slow. To con- 
sume everything upon the farm is of course 
impracticable. Farmers must have money, 
and to it they must sell something 
from the farm; they most generally sell 
butter, cheese, eggs, fruit, wool, stock of 
various kinds and poultry, and all this 
removes fertility from the farm. Then if a 
farmer keeps stock up to the full capacity 











_of his farm for fodder production, he must 


bring something to the land above his home 
resources, or it will surely deteriorate. 

By taking the best care of his dressing, 
keeping it from exposure to rain and sun 
until it is applied to the land; by using 
absorbents so as to save the liquid portion ; 


farm, may be able to keep up the fertility 
of his land without resorting to any other 
methods. We know of many farmers who 
have done this and whose lands are as pro- 
ductive now and yield as good returns as 
did the virgin soil, If all had practiced 
this method, we should now have no worn 
out soils and the troublesome question of 
restoring fertility would never have been 
raised. But the practice bas been far from 
this. The f@tility of our farms has gone 
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writers speak of plowing under green crops 
for the purpose of enriching the soil, and 
so did early agricultural writers in Great 
Britain and on the continent. It is natures’ 
own way of enriching the soil, for who 
does not know that decayed and decaying 
vegetable matter forms the bulk of the 
fertilizing material of all our newly cleared 
uplands, of all our rich bottom lands and 
of all the great prairies of the west? And 
where this decay is most active and most 
perfect, growth of vegetable matter will 
be most active, for decay is as necessary to 
growth as growth is to decay. It is volun- 
tary vegetation that has been adding fer- 
tility to the soil through the ages, vegeta- 
tion which, after it has obtained its food 
largely from the air, has decayed and left 
the elements of its growth to become in- 
corporated with the soil. 

Now the question arises, cannot we suc- 
cessfully imitate mature and enrich our 
exhausted lands by plowing under those 
green crops which obtain their subsistence 
largely from the surrounding atmosphere? 
We have not the least doubt of it, and that 
eventually this will be one of the most 
common and successful methods of fertili- 
zation among us. 

It was something over three years ago 
that we called the attention of our readers 
to the experiments on green manuring by 
Dr. Harlan of Wilmington, Delaware, as 
set forth and explained in his book upon 
that subject. This book should be in the 
hands of every farmer who is interested in 
the subject of which it treats. The Doctor 
thougt an enthusiast, is not a visionary 
man, and treats the subject both from a 
scientific and practical standpoint. He 
gives the results of his own experiments 
and they are just as reliable and just as 
valuable when tried in Delaware as when 
tried in the State of Maine. The author 
starts out with the fact that nitrogen is the 
most precious and the costliest element 
which the farmer needs for a heavy, paying 
crop; he concludes that we cannot afford 
to buy it in nitrate of soda, in sulphate of 


five cents the pound; on the contrary, that 
we must manage in some way to draw it 
from the atmosphere which is the great 
store-house of this gas, four-fifths of the 
air we breathe being nitrogen. The way 
to do this and prepare it for the food of 
plants, says Dr. Harlan, is to raise green 
crops liberally and plow them under, and 
repeat it until the land is thoroughly fer- 
tilized. The crops which he chiefly recom- 
mends for this purpose, are green corn, 
rye, clover, buckwheat, white mustard and 
turnips. 

He recommends plowing in two crops of 
corh in one year, and says that if each in 
roots and tops contains about twenty tons, 
it will put the land in good condition. By 
comparing the manurial value of these two 
crops with the contents of the barn-yard, 
we shall find as follows: On twenty acres 
we shall have eight hundred tons of green 
manure. ‘To equal this dressing in nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid and potash. will 


require about five hundred tons of stable | Crude ash 


manure, which will cost to purchase from 
five to six hundred dollars. 

He finds that one ton of green clover 
contains twelve pounds of nitrogen, two 
and a half pounds of phosphoric acid, nine 
pounds of potash and sixteen hundred 
pounds ef water. Suppose that fifteen tons 
by the middle of Jume are ready to be 
plowed undér for wheat. If left on the 
surface as a green dressing a second crop 
will grow up, and the two together amount 
in top and roots, to twenty-five tons to the 
acre, by the middle of August. This 
would be equal to five hundred tons ona 
field of twenty acres, and contain six 
thousand pounds of nitrogen. One peck 
of seed to the acre at the rate of ten dol- 
lars the bushel, will make the nitrogen cost 
less than a cent per pound, and the five 
hundred tons of green manure only fifty 
dollars. He says that it will take six hun- 
dred loads.of barn-yard manure to furnish 
an amount of nitrogen equivalent to his 
five hundred tons of green manure, which 
would cost nine hundred dollars. 

Hungarian grass according to this au- 
thority, contains twenty pounds of nitro- 
gen, two and one-half pounds of phosphoric 
acid, seventeen pounds of potash and thir- 
teen hundred and sixty pounds of water. 
When the danger of frost is over, he would 
sow one bushel of Hungarian seed and roll 
itin. As soen asthe crop is in blossom, 
sow over it half a bushel more of seed per 
acre. Then cut the field with the mowing 
machine, and leave the crop on the ground. 
It will soon sprout up and the last sowing 
being shaded by the first, will equal the 
first in weight and value. The cost of the 
bushel and a half of seed will be three dol- 
lars per acre, and the two crops of green 
manure will make twenty-five tons per 
acre, and on a field of twenty acres. five 
hundred tons. It will cost only twelve 
cents per ton, and the ten thousand pounds 
‘ot nitrogen which it will contain will cost 
less than acent per pound. It will take 
one thousand tons of barn-yard manure to 
furnish as much nitrogen as is contained in 
the five bundred tons of green manure, 
which to purchase and haul home would 
cost fifteen hundred dollars. Dr. Harlan 
prefers to have the green crop decay on the 
surface, for the process is too slow where 
it is plowed under whén green. Therefore, 
says he, cut your green crop in mid-sum- 
mer and let it lie as long as possible, and 
while this is doing service another crop 
may be encouraged to grow up through the 
mulch.

was not very satisfactory, but it demon- 
strated the fact that a good crop of buck- 
wheat can be raised on a much run out soil 
and that the partially decomposed fodder 
furnished food in part fora heavy growth of 
witch grass and weeds. We give this our 
only experiment, for what it is worth; we 
know that several parties in this county 
have been experimenting during the past 
three or four years by plowing under corn 
fodder and other green crops, and we hope 
that friend Atherten’s query may draw out 
responses from all of them. Let this ques- 
tion of fertilization form a leatling topic for 
discussion in our columns during the com- 
ing autumn and winter, to be followed up 
by experiments during the next year, and 
we have no doubt that good will result 
therefrom.

In studying these tables, the reader will 
keep im mind that while all the ingredients 
which go to make up a feeding stuff are es- 
sential, that which is the most important 
and which gives most character and value 
to any particular kind, is that called pro- 
tein, or nitrogenous matter, and it will be 
noticed that this varies very much in the 
different feeds; for instance, while corn 
meal has only 13.94 per cent. of protein, and 
hominy feed only 10.20, cotton seed meal 
bas 42.75 per cent., or more than three 
times as much as corn meal. This protein, 
sometimes designated albuminoids, is what 
goes to build up the muscular system, and 
to supply the constant waste that is going 
on therein, and is essential to the growth 
and existence of every living animal. The 
non-nitrogenous extract matter which 
makes up the bulk of corn meal, bran, &c., 
but is contained much less in cottons eed 
meal, contains a large amount of carbon, 
and its use in the system isto aid in the 
production of fat, and to keep up the ani- 
mal heat. The crude ash is made up of 
potash, lime, soda, &c., and goes to build 
up and nourish the bony structure. The 
fat, which is mostly carbon, fills the same 
office as other carbonaceous foods. In 
studying these analyses, the digestibility is 
to be taken into account, as it has an im- 
portant bearing upon the value of the dif- 
ferent foods.

They expected that the crops would Keep 
clean until the harvest, but their hope was 
vain. Many weeds now appear, even in 
the carefully cultivated fields; though ap- 
parently destroyed, they seem to have had 
a resurrection. They have secured new 
life and increasing vigor. The weeds still 
persist in living and growing. They seem 
determined to secure the great end of their 
being; to perpetuate the species to which

which neither cats nor mice are 
concerned. On too many of our farms, 
the hoed crops and the garden have 
been sadly neglected during the past few 
weeks, The work of haying has engros 
the attention of the farmer. He has fourd 
it tobe impossible to be in two places at 
one time. Hay seemed to be the work 
of the hour, of the greatest impor- 
tance. Consequently the garden, and the 
corn fields have been left to their own de- 
struction. 

Year after year the farmer fights the 
weeds which infest his fields, and some- 
times it seems as if he had them well under 
control, but the moment that his vigilance 
is relaxed, they are almost sure to reap- 
pear. Unless the farmer is extremely 
careful in rooting out the weeds among his 
hoed crops, the pests will appear in great 
numbers in the sowed crops which follow 
the planting, and thus injures the crops in 
two ways; first by reducing the crop by 
choking it out, and second by giving a 
poorer quality. When the land is seeded 
to grass, many weeds are still in the soil; 


matters in 


"| these will grow up with the grass and in- 


jure the hay both in quantity and quality. 
Countless numbers of seeds lie dormant in 
the soil until the land is plowed again. 
This may be in five years, ten years, or 
perhaps twenty years; but whenever the 
soil is plowed fitted fora crop, these 
seeds will germinate and produce a multi- 
tude of plants, and as ever, ready to do 
mischief with the growing crops, by ab- 
stract from the soil the plant food 
which the crops ought to use in their per- 
fection. 

As the country grows older, and the 
more the soilis tilled, more weeds appear 
and consequently more pains will have to 
be taken to destroy them. That it is possi- 
ble to destroy weeds cannot be well denied, 
but the difficulties are many. Prevention 
is better than a cure, and sometimes it is 
better to prevent an evil than try to find a 
remedy ; and in this case, prevention is of 
much greater value than the best efforts to 
cure it after the habit has become chronic. 

Qne of the chief sources of the weed 
plague is the highway, and there should be 
alaw enacted compelling Jand owners to 
keep the highways contiguous to their 
premises, free from weeds. And if the 
time should come when our farmers shall 
abolish the roadside fences and reclaim the 
thousands of acres that are now worthless, 
and are only serving as a seed bed for all 
sorts of the worthless weeds to grow. and 
to scatter their seeds to the adjoining fields. 

This method is practiced in Germany 
and other European countries, and it 
shows certainty of advancing civilization 


the | and a higher state of agricultural progress. 


It is difficult to root out these old prac- 
tices and prejudices that have had their 
sway for centuries, and we do not expect 
to see this system brought about for a 
score of years to come. But until this 
time shall come, it should be the law to 
compel land owners to cut these wayside 
Some before they go to seed; this much 
is due to the public. 

Our railroads are another source of the 
In most States the law compels 
railroad corporations to fence in their 
tracks, so that abutting farmers have no 

ht to cultivate the sides of railroads. 

e statute that compels the latter to cut 
wayside weeds, should also require the 
railroads to keep their roadside from becom- 
ing nurseries of noxious plants. There 
would be no injustice in such a statute. 
Railroad charters were ted for the 
public geod, not for the benefit of a few 
stockholders, and the State is bound to see 
that these roads never degenerate into a 
public nuisance. That they are a nuisance 
when the tracks are lined on either side 
with rank burdocks and thistles, every 
candid man will admit. 

In destroying the weeds, the watch- 
word should be “extermination.” Let 
the highways and the railroads be kept 
clean; then let the farmer practice clean 
culture, cat all weeds to prevent seeding. 
Many kinds must be pulled up, as the 
roots live many years and there is no other 
way to exterminate them. Sometimes a

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Correspondents’ Notes and Querias. 


Will you please give me the most ap- 
proved methods of rose-culture and oblige 
A Lapy READER. 


For the benefit of our correspondent we 
condense the following from well known 
and recognized authorities. The rose de- 
lights iu a deep loam, well drained and ma- 
nured, although it may be seen growing 
thriftfally in soils widely dissimilar. 
One should not use so adhesive a soil for 
a Tea or Bourbon rose as for more ordinary 
kinds. Itis always better to modify the 
soil according to the variety of rose. Asa 
general rule roses should be planted in 
masses, in situations fully exposed to the 
sun, and where they will produce a fine ef- 
fect. The rose will be in its prime the 
third or fourth year after planting, after 
which it will not flower so well. A new 


sed| place should then be prepared for a new 


planting. In planting always select young 
and healthy plants; old plants should be 
rejected. Mulching will be found to be 
indispensible in summer. It prevents 
moisture from evaporating too rapidly by 
the formation of a stratum of air in repose, 
keeping the soil cool and in proper condi- 
tion about the roots. If the soil is not 
deep watering will be necessary in warm, 
dry weather. This should be done 
thoroughly rather than fregqently. Deep 
culture should be given, however, for it is 
the deeper series of fibres situated in a 
proper medium that sustains a succession 
of flowers in spite of heat and drought. 
These beautiful flowers amply repay any 
attention given them, and although in some 
senses they are independent of careful 
culture, producing flowers however much 
they may be neglected, yet it is astonishing 
what a difference may be produced in them 
by a well-directed and tasteful application 
of human skill. Next to soil and situation 
pruning is of most importance. It requires 
an intimate knowledge of each class of 
roses to enable one to prune them properly. 
As a general rule most roses will flower 
better if pruned closely in spring. The 
moss and yellow roses should not be pruned 
so severely. 





I have seen considerable in the agricul- 
tural papers about Bermuda grass; do a 
think it would be a good grass for Maine? 

Searsport. H. N. 

There is no doubt that Bermuda grass is 
an excellent grass in those localities to 
which it is adapted. But it isa southern 
plant and like the ribbon or sugar cane, it 
requires a higher temperature than we 
have in Maine to develop. A Southern 
exchange thus speaks of it: “It puts forth 
as easily as any grassin the spring. You 
can graze it till winter; or until your 
harvest fields are open, then take your 
stock off and mow it for hay in the fall, for 
winter feed. Or if the lands are rich it 
will grow up until fall, after the frost, and 
cattle and other stock will subsist on it 
(the dry grass) all the winter and spring, 
after your other crop pastures are eaten 
out.” 

The summer is past, and though the 
harvest is not ended farmers are beginning 
to sum up the results of the season’s 
labors. Grass was never better. and barns 
are full and many have stacks of hay out- 
side. Those that began haying early, 
though having some showers on their hay, 
are more than repaid by a luxuriant growth 
of rowen in their fields, while those that 
began later had dog days weather to con- 
tend with, and the dry weather that com- 
menced immediately after has dried the 
grass roots, so their fields are very bare. 
No rain to speak of for more than a month, 
and everything is very dry. Cool nights 
helped early crops, but later ones are 
pinched by the drouth, and frost in some 
localities have injured some. Oats are 
very good. Wheat fair. Some places in- 
jured by weevils. Potatoes extra quality 
and fair quantity. I hear of some rotting 
but have seen none. Apples that promised 
so abundant a crop when blossoming are, 
with a few exceptions, a failure. As in 
other localities they set well, but dropped 
off when about the size of hazel nuts. It 
has been $0 dry many have set fire to clear 
new land and the high winds have carried 
the fire into the woods, and should the 
drouth continue the damage to wood lots 
will be considerable in some cases.

The Children. 

The words of “A Farmer's Wife” in last 
issue of FarMER has the true ring to them. 
A ring of mother love and mother wit 
that we all like, though some of us are 
puzzled at times to know which seems best 
two follow in training little children. In 
plainer words, to spauk or not to spank 

In touch the subject proposed 
by our sister I feel utterly meeps & and 
if I were not fearful the matrons of larger 
experience might neglect to write their 
thoughts, I would not dare air any of my 
pet theories. 

By the way, I find theories are apt to 
fall flat in actual practice. It’s very much 
easier to say what should be done than 
to do it. So easy for acquaintances and 
relatives to propose methoas and lay down 
rules for other people to bring up their 
children by, when, perhaps, they them- 
selves never pinned a baby’s bib or picked 
a sliver from the bare foot of a kicking 
little shaver. 

Some of us have gleaned a deal of fun 
from witnessing the pressible antics of 
some great wilftal baby, the child of sedate 
old school teachers, who for years had 
made laws for other people’s children, 
government their hobby, order and meth- 
od their second nature, ruling their schools 
so well their pupils hardly dare move or 
speak without permission. Is it not rich 
fun to see the theories those dear old disci- 
plinarians have faithfully believed in and 
upheld for years, kicked, exploded, anni- 
hilated out of existence by two little, fat, 
pink feet that decidedly refuse to ‘toe the 
mark?” 

‘‘Aunt Mary” tells us the babies of fifty 

years ago received all their needed spank- 
ings in babyhood. A wise way, and I am 
beginning to learn, the best way. When 
littke people under three years of age re- 
quire correcting, corporal punishment in 
some form, however slight, seems the most 
effectual in bringing about required results. 
To what else can oné resort when a child 
is too young to comprehend discipline ad- 
ministered less emphatically? It is unsafe 
to shut such little ones by themselves in a 
room, and, if it were not, they highly enjoy 
new quarters and cry on their removal so 
that the discipline intended becomes rather 
a reward. 
- For an older child, denying them at 
meal time some favorite dish is a sore pun- 
ishment which he long remembers and 
afterwards tries to avoid, but even this meth- 
od of chastisement is not comprehended 
by Master Two Year Old. He may scream 
and cry bitterly for the dish, but he can- 
not understand it is denied him because of 
his naughtiness. 

So, as a last resort, we fall back on the 

, brisk old way Solomon mentioned. 
fet, does it not seem cruel and unmotherly 
to whip or slap a child, however slightly, 
a tender little child? I despise myself 
whenever I see I have reddened or flushed 
the flesh of one of these little ones that 
were given to us to train as well as to love 
and cherish. Still, it seems necessary at 
times. 

How to control and yet not spank is the 
question that bothers more than one 
mother. Who has solved it? Children 
over three years of age more easily under- 
stand other methods of punishment outside 
of the “lilac switch,” and by their use we 
obtain desired results without lowering 
ourselves in our own eyes, the child's vital- 
ity, or angering him as a little slap is apt to 
do. 








Let us take this subject home to ourselves. 
How would it effect you, even, when feel- 
ing good natured, to have some one sav- 
agely snap your ears or lay a stinging 
blow on your cheek that is not half as sen- 
sitive as that of your child's? Would it not 
surely arouse anger and a spirit of retalia- 
tion? 

To avoid these uprisals of temper seems 
to me a wiser way. As a late writer in Our 
Continent says: **Exact prompt obedience 
and punish for disobedience, but avoid 
raising an issue in which your child’s will 
is pitted against your own. It is in his 
moments of physical unbalance that he 
manifests his worst traits and seems to 
need the sharpest discipline; yet a pro- 
longed contest of will at such atime ex- 
hausts his st and lowers his vitality. 
Even with the vigorous, wilful older child, 
who disobeys from sheer naughtiness, is it 
not better to avoid a contest which may 
strengthen his will and obstinacy? But 
when such a contest is entered upon, all 
consideration for the child’s health must 
be secondary to the carrying of your point 
when it is once made.” 

For naughty words that the little lips 
may have said, rinsing the mouth well with 
soapy (castile) water will have its im- 
pression, and while the child sees you are 
grieved by his naughty words, is not mad- 
dened made unreasonable by pain in 
gl myn 

ere is a little seat in one sunny, pleas- 
ant spare chamber where one little boy is 
sometimes sent to “think it over,” anda 
half hour spent in that quiet room, away 
from everything that tends to keep temper 
glowing, no opportunity for argument or 
protest, does him more good than would 
the limberest rod. 

Sometimes we punish because ‘“‘it does 
a, We feel so tired and exasper- 

we take the advantage of being the 
b and vent our ill humor on the cross, 
helpless little ones around us. How wrong 
this is. We have yet to give an account 
for it. We ought not to allow ourselves 
to punish until our own tempers are cool, 
otherwise our jadgment is warped and no 
more to be trusted than that of a child's. 

V many times when I have been 
fretted into the temptation to be unreason- 
able with querulous little people, have 
these words come to mind that a seat mate 
wrote in my diary long years ago; a dear 
schoolmate whose life has since been full 
®8f acute suffering and disappointments, 
borne with patience and sweet submission 
that only comes from God. An hourly 
communion with Him who can give grace 
in all our times of need.

A manufacturer of comb foundations 
gives these directions for making the same 
in the American Bee Journal: Make the 
dipping tank 4x12 in., and 2 feet deep; set 
it in a larger one, with water between, to 
regulate the temperature. Melt your wax 
in another boiler (a common wash boiler 
will do), have water in, to prevent burning 
the wax; dip into the deep tank as fast as 
the wax is melted. Make four or five 
boards of seasoned basswood, the exact 
width, when dry, that you want your 
sheets. Nail cleets on top, to prevent 
warping, and make a handle. Have them 
thoroughly watersoaked before using: the 
boards will swell as much as the sheets 
will shrink. Wet the boards before dip- 
ping, but shake off all the water you can. 
Put the board in the wax as deep as the 
length you want. your sheet, repeat as 
soon as the wax stops dropping, dip three 
times for brood foundation and once for 
boxes; hold the board perfectly plumb 
while cooling; as soon as the wax stops 
dropping after the first dip, set it to one 
side and take another board. By the time 
you have dipped four, the first will be 
ready to peel off. Ifthe boards are smooth 
and edges perfectly square, your sheets 
will need no trimming. When the wax 
begins to scum around the edges of the tank, 
the temperature is right. If the sheets 
crack in cooling your waxis too hot. By 
the above plan your sheets will be taper- 
ing. If started with the thin end of the 
sheet in the mill, you will have no trouble, 
and the sheet will be long enough to cut 
off the thinend. Thin paste made of cheap 
starch makes the best lubricator for the 
rolls, Dipping pilates, as described above, 
made from clear, straight-grained bass- 
wood, for any width, cost about three 
cents per inch in width. If your tank is 
wide enough to take a 12-inch board, you 
can dip narrow strips starters, six ata 
time, by having a similar board divided 
into three parts by broad saw-cuts, Each 
board will then be about 33; inches, and 
every dripping makes six narrow sheets.” 


Breeders’ Gazette ; Dr. Voelcker has shown 
that during the growth of a clover top a 
large amount of nitrogenous matter accum- 
ulates in the soil, and this accumulation 
is the greatest in the surface soil, where 
are ose leaves in the course of the 

rowth of the crop, as well as the abun- 

ance of roots rich in nitrogen. The roots 
contain more ash and nitrogen than do 
the leaves and stalks. The roots are 
stronger when the plant is allowed to ap- 
proach maturity or full growth before 
grazing or mowing. Again, if the roots 
have gained fuller development and have 
more fully occupied the feeding space 
within reach of well-grown clover roots, it 
is evident the plant will be able to furnish 
more pasture, since it has means of sup- 
plying and making good damage done by 
grazing. If the plants be eaten down 
young, early in the season, they have not 
the vigor to make good the loss, and we 
can not calculate on as much growth dur- 
sng the season. Neither the stock nor the 
soil can receive as much nutrition in the, 
course of the season as they might have 
when the clover plants are well established 
before grazing begins. The plant, too, is 
most hardy in cold weather. It easily suc- 
cumbs to hardship in cold weather. 
Tramping when frost is on clover is most 
damaging. I have tracked the course of 
a steer which had crossed a field of youn 
clover in an October frost; and a sow al- 
lowed the range of a field of young clover 
in November killed more clover in her 
morning rambles, while the frost was on, 
than the animal was worth. I have seen 
farmers pasturing clover fields in April 
and May when the nights had been frosty. 
— could better have stabled the stock 
until the weather was warm and the 
ground settled, and the clover well grown, 
—— they had to buy corn at fifty cents 
for feed. 


F. O. Griffin, of Vermont, writes to the 
Mirror: *‘In the application of fertilizers, 
I find a difference of opinion, some advo- 
cating spreading and plowing under, while 
others think it best to leave it on or near 
the surface. I think the manner depends 
upon the kind of crop to be raised and the 
kind of soil to which it is to be applied. 
If a crop of roots, or clover, and corn even, 
whose roots extend to a considerable 
depth below the surface, is to be raised it 
might be well to plow under a portion of 
the manure; but from my experience, it 
would be better to leave the largest portion 
near the surface for most crops, as man- 
ures are rendered more soluble by the 
action of water and air and therefore bet- 
ter fitted as food for the different plants to 
which they are applied. By many, the 
= has been adopted of drawing 

arnyard manure and spre both on 
grass and plowed land, last of winter 
or early spring. From my experience and 
observation, | am satisfied this is a good 
plan, as the action of the frost and mnielt- 
ing snow causes a more thorough disinte- 
gration and fits it better as plant food for 
the coming crop.” 


The late X. A. Willard said at one of 
the meetings of the Vermont Dairymen’s 
Association, from actual experience, that 
good butter, put up after the following 
directions, will keep in sound condition 
for one year: Use for a package a tub 
somewhat tapering, with heavy staves and 
heads provided at both ends, so to make a 
package that will not leak. In packing, 
the tub is turned on the small end, n 
sack of cotton cloth is made to fit the tub, 
and into this the butter is packed until it 
reaches to within an inch of the We for 
holding the upper head. A cloth is next 
laid upon the top of the butter and the edges 
of the sack brought over this and neatly 
pressed down: then the head is putin its 
place and the hoops driven home. The 
package is turned upon the largeend and 


the sack of butter a down, lea a4 
space on the sides top. Strong brine 
is then poured through a hole in the small 
end until it will float the butter. The hole 
is now tightly corked, and the butter is 


pretty effectually excluded from the air. 


N. E. Farmer: As compared with for- 
mer periods, our domestic animals are now 
treated in a very humane manner.

Twenty-First Maine State Fair. 

The Twenty-first annual Exhibition of 
the Maine State Agricultural Society was 
opened at City Hall and Lewiston Park, 
on Tuesday of this week. ‘This is the 
fourth successive year that the Show and 
Fair have been held in Lewiston. In con- 
nection with the State Society’s Exhibit, 
there are also the annual exhibit of the 
Maine Pomological Society and of the 
Androscoggin Agricultural Society, and 
the display in the various departments on 
this occasion is worthy of the three organi- 
zations of which the consolidated exhibit 
is composed. 

The Maine State Agricultural Society 
was the nineteenth State institution of the 
kind in the country, and was petitioned for 
by the Maine Board of Agriculture of 
which Dr. Holmes was Secretary and the 
prime mover in this 6 ey The act 
was approved March 17, 1855, and signed 
by Sidney Perham, 8 of the House, 
Frankiin Mussey, President of the Senate, 
and by Anson P. Morrill, Governor. The 
corporators were as follows: 8S.

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MURDERER CAPTURED. The Boston De- 
tectives, Wiggin and Woods, have captured 
the Bath po- 
liceman, who was found dead in the street 
on the morning of Sept. 4th. The clue 
was obtained from the fact that a week be- 
fore Lhe arrest parties attempted to burg- 
larize a store in Brunswick, and a peculiar 
chisel was used. At the door of Gould’s 
store in Bath was found a chisel, which 
was placed against the marks made on the 
Brunswick store and fitted to a hair. A 
man was finally traced to Portland ina 
boarding house, where he gave his name 
as John Eliiott. A few days previous he 
stopped at the same house with a. compan- 
ion. The latter called himself Daniel 
Wilkerson. He went away with Elliott. 
The latter returned alone. Elliott left 
Sept 65th. On Friday, Wilkerson was 
found in Bangor, in the employ of a log- 
ging firm. He was terribly excited when 
arrested. A32 calibre revoiver was found 
on his person.

He was taken by the 
officers and on the trip from Bangor to 
Bath, Wilkerson made a full confession to 
the officers. He said that, in company 
with John Elliott, he was attempting to 
force the store door, when an oflicer dis- 
covered them.
